If the American people were only con- 
cerned in the maintenance of thelr precious 
life among themselves they might return 
to the old days of barter, and in this primi- 
tive manner acquire from each other the 
materials to supply the wants of their exis- 
tence. But if American civilization is satis- 
fied with this it would abjectly fail in its 
high and noble mission.

CIRC ATTORNEY'S DUTY. 


He Is the Officer to Prosecute, Says At- 
torney-General Walker. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., April 15.—The 
Post-Dispatch correspondent to-day inter- 
viewed Atty.-Gen. R. F. Walker on the 
showing made by the paper yesterday of 
the bridge combine and as to whether he 
would take any action on the part of the 
State for this alleged violation of the anti- 
pool and trust law. 

In reply. the Attorney-General expressed 
himself as follows: 

Under the provisions of the anti-pool 
and trust law enacted in 1891 I have no au- 
thority to bring suits for foreiture of char- 
ters of companies charged with a violation 
of this law, or to prosecute them for such 
offenses. I can only act on the part of the 
State in case of an appeal to the higher 
courts. The law makes it the duty of the 
prosecuting attorneys of counties and of the 
Circuit attorney of the city of St. Louis to 
insitute such suits. 

The Anti-pool and Trust law of 1891 was 
amended at the last session of the General 
Assembly, whereby the Attorney-General 
is authorized to originate these suits; but 
the hill, passing without an emergency 
clause does not go into effect until June 23, 
and until that date the law of 1891, making 
it the duty of the Circuit Attorney of the 
City of St. Louis, and the Prosecuting At- 
torneys of counties to originate these suits, 
is in force. Until I, as Attorney-General, 
am clothed with the authority to take 

izance of violations of the Anti-Pool 
and Trust law, it is not proper for me to 
express my views concerning the case in 
hand, as is might be construed as an official 
opinion. It would, as a matter of fact, be 
nothing more than my conclusions as an 
attorney.”

JAMES W. SCOTT. 


Sudden Death of the Chicago Times- 
Herald Proprietor. 


NEW YORK, April 15.—James W. Scott, 


proprietor of the Chicago Times-Herald | 


and the Chicago Evening Post, died yester- 


day afternoon at 3 o’clock at the Holland 
House, this city. He was taken with —— 
in the left side in the morning and a doctog 
was call who said the pain arose from 
the passage of a stone from the biadder, 
and administered morphine. At 1 o'clock 
Mr. Scott became unconscious and the doc- 
tor was hastily summoned again. He found 
that apoplexy had supervened, probably 
brought.on from the 2 and r. Scott 
died without recovering consciousness. 
Mrs. Scott and a little niece were the only 
relatives with him. 

James Wilmot Scott was born in Wal- 
worth County, Wis., in June, 1849. When 
a boy his parents removed to Galena, III. 
James passed through the public schools 
of Galena and was then sent to Beloit 
(Wis.) College, where he spent two years in 
the academic course. Leaving college he 
went for a short time to New York City, 
where he was engaged in business, but 
occasionally contributed to the press. 
While thus employed he secured an ap- 
pointment in the. Government rinting 
office in Washington. In 1872 he left the 
capital and started a small weekly paper in 
Prince George County, Md. ot finding 
this field broad enbugh the young man re- 
turned to the West, and at his father’s 
home, Galena,started a weekly paper called 
the Press.. One year later he left this ven- 
ture and went to Chicago, where he started 
the National Hotel Reporter. 

Mr. Scott later joined a number of others 
in the founding of the Chicago Herald in 
1881. In 1881 most of his associates left the 
company to make way for Mr. John . 
Walsh, who had obtained a controlling in- 
terest. Mr. Scott and Mr. Walsh remained 
in the closest business and rsonal rela- 
tion until March, 1895, when Mr. Walsh sold 
to Mr. Scott his interest in the Herald and 
the Evening Post, which had been foundéd 
by the Herald company in 1890. Mr. Scott 
began as business manager, but soon be- 
came publisher and editor of both the 
Herald and the Evening Post. He was for 
years President of the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Associat‘on. 

n March 3 last the Herald was merged? 
with the Times of Chicago as the Chicago 
imes-Herald, Mr. Scott holding a con- 
trolling interest in the stock. 

Mr. Scott married in 1876 Miss Carrie 
Green of Lyle, Dupage Co., III., who sur- 
vives him. e had no children. 

The remains will go to Chicago. In addi- 
tion to Mrs. Scott and Miss Grace Hatch, 
they will be accompanied by G. E. Randall, 
the business representative of the Times- 
Herald in this city. It is expected the fu- 
neral will take nlace from Mr. Scott's late 
home, 184 Pine streeet, on Thursday or Fri- 
day. The simple funeral arrangements are 
in charge of J. Ambrose Butler and Mr. 
G. Bauman, proprietor of the Holland

WAITING ON PEKIN. 


Why LiHung Chang Delays Signing 
the Peace Terms. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, April 15.—The delay in 
the proclaiming of peace, it is thought here, 
is due to Li Hung Chang's desire to con- 
sult with the government at Pekin before 
signing a treaty of peace. 

He has cabled, it is supposed, to his Em- 
peror the terms the Ambassadors have 
agreed on and is waiting a reply. 

Little stock is taken in the reports of 
foreign intervention. It is the accepted 
theory that there is a secret understanding 
between the Czar and the Mikado, and that 
Russia’s sudden display of concern in the 
negotiations arises from a determination to 
check France, Germany and Great Britain 
in any scheme of intervention. Russia is 
looking forward to securing a port on the 
Corean Coast for an outlet for the Trans- 
Siberian Railroad. 
| The only possibility of foreign intervention 
is with regard to the terms of the com- 
mercial treaty. Japan is understood to de- 
mand preferential import duties, which 
would give her manufacturers a great ad- 
vantage in trading with China.

Stirs Up Animosity Among Rock 
Springs Barbers. 


Three weeks ago H. J. McKenzie, a young 
knight of the razor, who has a shop at 
1439 Old Manchester road, circulated a pe- 
tition pledging those who signed the docu- 
ment to keep their places of business closed 


until the present Sunday law question was 
finally settled. Everybody signed it, but 
the first Sunday it went into operation 
A. C. Shaw of 1442 Old Manchester road 
yielded to the entreaties of his whiskered 
customers and opened his doors.

BRICK WORKS DESTROYED. 


St. Louis Pressed Brick Co.’s Plant at 
Glen Carbon Burned. 

The St. Louis Presed Brick Company suf- 
fered a loss of $500,000 by the destruction of 
the works at Glen Carbon, III., sixteen miles 
east of this city, by fire, on Sunday. About 
250 men are employed, and the works were 


running thirteen hours a day to keep up 
with orders. 

How the fire started no one seems to 
know, the flames having gained consider- 
able headway in the middle of the yard be- 
fore they were discovered. There is no fire 
protection in the town, and a bucket brigade 
was formed to fight the flames. The Mad- 
ison Coal Company's No. 2 mine sounded an 
alarm whén it was found that the entire 
place was in danger, and the miners turned 
out to aid the brick-yard men in fighting the 


fire. 

A high wind was blowing, and it seemed 
that nothing could save the hotel, barns, 
blacksmith shep and other buildings. Ev- 
erything of value was carried to a field 
across the road. 

Fortunately the wind changed, and the 
threatened property was saved. The brick 
works were entirely destroyed, including 
three kilns of brick, which are thought to 
be almost a total loss.

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HUMAN FOOD 
Interesting Investigation at Mis- 
souri's University. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

COLUMBIA, Mo., April 15.—Although in 
quiries relating to food supply and con- 
sumption have been conducted in Europe 
since 1851, this special line of scientific re- 
search was not taken up in the United 
States until 1886. At that time Hon. Carroll 
D. Wright, United States Commissioner of 
Labor, but then Chief of the Massachusetts 


Bureau of Statistics of Labor; and Prof. W. 
O. Atwater of Wesleyan University investi- 
gated the dietaries of factory operatives 
and other laborers in various cities in Mas- 
sachusetts and Canada. Investigations of 
the same general ‘character, but including 
the study of the food consumption of fami- 
lies of business and professional men and 
students, both men and women, were under- 
taken by the United States Department of 
Labor in co-operation with the Stow's Ex- 
periment Station in Connecticut in 1890, and 
are still being prosecuted. In addition to 
these investigations the World’s Colum- 
bian Commission undertook and successful- 
ly executed an exhaustive inquiry regardin 

the chemical com tion of American an 

foreign food products and the dietary prac- 
tices of a number of the representatives of 
the foreign peoples in the Midway Plais- 
ance. Last, but by no means least, should 
be mentioned the valuable contribution 
to the chemical composition of American 
beef just published by the Missouri Ex- 
periment Station in its last bulletin, No. 2. 

Aside from their studies, which have been 
prosecuted by State and government aid, 
private investigations have been carried 
on among the poor of Philadelphia and 
Chicago, and students of the University of 
Chicago, under the general supervision of 
Mrs, Ellen H. Richards of the Massachu- 
setts Institute of Technology. Within the 
last few months similar studies have been 
begun among the poor of New York, un- 
der the auspices of the Society for the Im- 
provement of the Condition of the Poor 
of that city. 

In 1898 the office of Experiment Stations 
of the United States Department Of - 
culture took serious steps toward a national 
food investigation by making an exhaust- 
ive study of the methods employed in and 
results obtained from all inquiries in this 
country, Burope and Japan regarding the 
economy of food. During its last session 
Congress appropriated $10,000 to be expended 
through the De ment of Agriculture 
in the investigation of our national food 
supply and consumption. Missouri is, of 
course, to be represented in the general m- 
vestigation, and it is expected that the 
study of the food supply and consumption 
of the State is soon to be degun at the 
University of Missouri. EP. 

This investigation has been placed in the 
immediate charge of Dr. Howard B. Gib- 
son, Professor of Chemistry, who has been 
actively engaged in the majority of govern- 
ment investigations, to which reference 
has just been made. The investigation will 
be conducted along two general lines, name- 
ly, the collection of statistics regarding the 
dietary practices of the State and studies 
of actual food consumption.. The university 
itself furnishes an exceptionally 0 p- 
portunity for an investigation of this de- 
scription. Its students are drawn from all 
quarters of the State and belong to families 
representing numerous and varied occupa- 
tions and callings. General statistics re- 
garding the food materials used in their 
own homes and localities will be solicited 
from the students of the university, and in 
this way an approximate idea of the dietary 
practices of the State will be obtained. In 
addition to this, an accurate experimental 
study of the food consumption of the Uni- 
versity Boarding Club will be made. This 
club is of about 100 —— men, 
who live tn a modest, but thoroughly sub-

tanity for Airing New Toggery and 
Women’s Hearts Were Glad. 


A brighter Easter never dawned than 
yesterday.
